Thanks for your copy of Altheas 3. it is superb; for better 
than uny I huvo seen before.

This letter concerns only natters related to the second floor 
Del-Tex window in nitrons. I’ll write about other tilings later. 

L.r.closed is your sketch showing conjectured location of perrons 
in the rirht side of the win&ov.’. Qn it I have added ny version 
of what ray be ir. the side of the window, and ny conjecture 

obout the identity of the elongated object that estends fron the 
right-v indow . 

1 cannot ogree or disagree with your location of two persons 
ir. the right -window. The picture is rot clear erourh for me to 
understand . 

1 third:, however , ti.ut i see a person (fron the waist up) ir. the 
left-v Indow. The "person" is wearing a dark-colored overgarment 
with a V-ncuk, end perhaps a white T-shirt underneath. 1 think ho 
is clearer and :.nore certain tnun the two fuces that you sec in the 
ri, ht-v. indow . 

The clong ted object that extends downward out of the- ± 2 £tH 
right -window appears to me to be the left forearm of a dark-skinned 
person. 1 had thought that previosly, but an wore t.iun ever con- 
vinced of it after seeing your oopy. The "hand" seems ovor -large 
ii: the photo, but some of the image there nay be shadow. 

..hot * 3 more, the r.cn on the fire escape over the windows does 
not appear to be nt all in r.ny sort of agitated condition, as 
Weisberg indicated in for copy makes this clear, although it 

was not clear before. 1 had formerly virjis lizcd him holding his 
head between h* s hands, but his head is clearly depicted in your 
copy and it in clear that he is not bothered (at leant that he does 
not apnear to be bothered. On the came nr.ge showing window sketches 
1 s my sVetoh showing the men’s position. 

Considering all this, there now appears to be rotning that 
calls special attention to that window. It is not relevant that 
the window is open and that there are persons ir it-- or if there 
is relevance, it cannot be detected in this pic tur e .
